Worst Storm Since Foundering of 
Alpena Raging on Lalce 
Michigan Today. 


A 
SCHOONER 
IS CAPSIZED.

The worst storm that has swept Lake 
Michigan since the founderinf^ of the 
steamer Alpena in 1881, Is raging here 
today. The wind is blowing a gale of 
50 miles an hour and with the accom­ 
panying Hurries of snow the weather 
outside the harbor is fleree and omi­ 
nous. 
Considerable damage has al­ 
ready been done to boat houses, bath­ 
ing pavilions and small craft tied up 
along the river. 
W harves are suffer­ 
ing from the tremendous sea that sends 
billows into the river with devastating 
force. 
The schooner Una. ('aptain 
iCemp. tied up at the H A. Graham 
dock this morning had a hole stove in 
her hull by u heavy log that had been 
torn from its anchorage further up the 
river. She began to sink and her cap­ 
tain and eight men manned her and 
prepared to sail her to the Vandaliu 
dock where the water could be pumi>ed 
out without interference from the sea. 
She was sinking rapidly and most of 
the men jumjied back onto the dock 
when they made this discovery. 
Lew 
Wallace, Kd .lacobs, the two Ludwigs 
and the captain remained on the boat. 
The foresail was no more than raised 
when a squall struck the boat and cap­ 
sized her. 


The Tug Andy started for the rescue 
and reached the capsl'/ed vessel a few 
seconds ahead of the life savers. The 
Una’s crew and passengers were taken 
off by the Andy and then transferred 
to the life boat. The Una was righted 
by the life savers and towed to the 
Vandalia dock where she is so water­ 
logged that her cabin is half full of 
water. 


The platform at Happ’s boat livery, 
ret;ently rebuilt, was torn out by the 
sea, entailing a loss to the proprietor 
of over $101). 


The dockage at Drake iS: W allace’s 
liyery suiTered from the waves, and the 
river steamer Una, owned by the above 
Hrm had purl of her top torn off. 
The 
bathing pavilion on the beach Is in two 
feet of water. 
The waves arc lapping 
the lloor of the pavilion and there is 
little about the scene to suggest com­ 
fort and contentment. The walks have 
been washei away and it looks deso­ 
late, indeed. The 
loss to Drake «!(: 
Wallace will reach $75. 


The steamer Frank Woods cleared 
here at 5 o’clock last night and reached 
Milwaukee at noon today, being out lU 
hours on a voyage made in 10 hours in 
good weather. 
She had a tierce tussle 
with the sea and again demonstrated 
her seaworthiness. 


The steamer Louisville remained in 
shelter here, abandoning her trip to 
Chicago last night. 
There is little 
|)Ossibility of her clearing tonight as 
the sea is making continually. 


The St. Joseph river is three feet 
above high water murk. 


It was expected to bring the steamer 
Frank W illiams here today to begin 
her rebuilding, but the .storm inter- 
ferred.

The proi^iicct of a possible ddnniah 
raised ottr «piritH very considombly.

)ie<1ge, and thoro wo waited. Parbleu I 
How my comradcH* eyes gleamed when 
out of tho depths of the forest there filed 
two by tw’o some 20 Prussians, headed 
by an officer I 1 am shut my eyeü and 
Hoe tliat young man now as, [lausiug, 
he gave the wortl to advance in fours. 
He was a magnifloently built young fel­ 
low, with steely blue eyen and long, fair 
muNtacho—a typical looking soldier. 


God knows that during the last few 
months enough French blood has been 
spilled to make us all bum for venge­ 
ance. Nevertheless, as I raised my mus­ 
ket to my slioulder my hand shook. 1 
was not an old soldier in those days. I 
bad never shot any one before at such 
ol(Nie (piarters, and this seemed to me 
almost like murder, for ho was so igno­ 
rant of all danger. Yet 1 knew it be­ 
hooved me to be steady, for they out- 
numberiHl us by some half a doten. 


1 gave the signal, and we all fired in 
unison, every bullet going straight 
home. In the stampedo of horses which 
ensued only four out of tho 30 of tbe 
enemy escaped death, and they, nnnerv* 
ed by their loss, turned tail and gallop­ 
ed back into the depths of the forest. 
Their leader lay his full length on the 
ground, staring up into the cold winter 
sky with wide open, rapidly glazing 
eyes, one band still grasping the bridle 
of his charger. The poor beast stood 
piteously looking down at his dead mas­ 
ter. As 1 tried to seize him be reared, 
and in doing so tbe corpse moved. 
Could it be possible, I a^ed myself, 
that he was still alive?

8ome few days later, in one of our 
many sorties, I received a slight scratch, 
which was f(4lowed by a bad attack of 
fever. On recovering a week’s leave 
was grant3cl me in which to recruit. 
My regiment was at that time quarter« 
ed in Paris, a circumstance 1 determin­ 
ed to take advantage of in looking up 
an old comrade who, 1 had heard, bad 
been badly wounded at Bondy. 


My inquiries led me to the Val de 
Grace ambulance, where 1 found Legras. 
The poor fellow w'as delighted at seeing 
a familiar face, and I staid and talked 
to him for some time. In his rambling 
account of how he had received bis 
wound my attention strayed to the oc­ 
cupants of tho other boils. One in par­ 
ticular fascinated me. It was the inert 
figure of a man lying in a cot facing 
Legras*. 


1 asked Legras if he knew who the 
poor fellow was. He answered in a tone 
of mingled pity and satisfaction ; 


**A Prussian officer. He wai^ brought 
in some two days iigo. The doctors mar­ 
vel how ha has lingered for so long, but 
they say now ho is dying. The sooner 
the better, say I. ”

Seeiag them beginabug to fall 
hoek filled me w ith a saddoi treaay of 
rage. Galling oa my o eau ad islo follow, 
1 tried to fight my way lo hia side, aa 
effort which brooght a erael sm ile lo 
his lips aa he grim ly awaited m y attack. 


B at what was the m eaaiag of th at 
sodden overwhelming feeliag of terror! 
Why did my bayonet fall from my 
norveleea fingen? Those steely blue oyen 
glaring into mine w ith saeb deadly hato 
were the samo tliat 1 had soon olesed in 
deaüi <moe on tho road to I^gboyeau 
and again in the Val de Grace ambu­ 
lance. 


With a howl I staggered back, only 
to recover myself as I saw thai tcnrible 
sword tiasli nodi again in the sunligbt. 
What mysterious power made me raise 
my pistol and fire it full in his face Ooil 
only knows, but the act saved my life. 
With a hoarw cry he fell baekwaid. At 
the same moment his home, swerving, 
caught mo a violent blow, which sent 
mo boiid over heela. On rising I mshod 
to his aide. Ho waa still alive. The 
sight of ihom familiar features xcltiwl 
a^*^ my superstitious fears.

It was ho—my ghostly enmny--who 
eight days ago had writhed in agony 
under the repoatod blows of my bayonet. 
As he came within speaklnii distaiiee 
my feeding of terror ohangod to one of 
passive despair. 


Beyond all doubt our enemies boro 
charmed lives. ParbleuI What chance 
had French bullets against such an in 
vincible power? 


On our excbangtiq^ salutes be cour­ 
teously begged in a strong German ao 
cent that his presence might be made 
kown to the senior officer in command 
—•a request I at once forwarded by tui 
orderly. 


His attitude as he stood warming 
himself by the campfire enabled me. un 
perceivfid, to bavo another good look at 
my ghostly visitant. Ghostly be must 
be, 1 said to myself trembliiiftly. for 
had made no mistake. It was tho same 
manly figure which on three different 
ocfóisions I had seen extended in death. 


Suddenly he looked up and our eyes 
met. 


*‘We may congratulate ourselves, 
monsieur,*' he said slowly, 'Hliat the 
campaign has come to an end. Your 
splendid resistanco has cost my country 
many lives. Out there*'—and he point 
ed to the distant plain—“four brothers 
took part in the struggle. Of those four 
I am tbe sole survivor.”—Mrs. Brooko

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PETERSON CONVICTED 


Jury in the Circuit Court Finds 


Him Guilty of Attempted 


Murder. 


AFTER 4 HOURS DELIBERATION. 


The Ftr»t Poll Showed 11 In F«vor 
Of Conviction and On* for 
Acqlttal. 


A jury io the circuit court yesterdfty 
eonvicted Peter Petorson of attempting 
to kill Miss Eliza H arris on July 4 last, 
with a revolver. Maddened by jealousy 
and flaming with the impulse of re­ 
venge, Peterson aimed a bullet at the 
heart of his victim, but the leaden mes­ 
senger did not accomplish its missson. 
It lodged against a steel corset stay and 
glanced harmlessly away. 


The jury retired to deliberate on the 
testimony at 4 o,clock last evening, 
and at 8:10 they 
informed Di^puty 
Sheriff Tennant, who had them in 
charge, that they were ready to report. 
Judge Coolidge was notitied at his hotel 
by telephone of the jury’s desire and 
he hurried to the court house. 
A rriv­ 
ing there he ordered the arbiters of 
Peterson’s fate to be brought into 
court. 
There were upwards of fiO 
^ectato rs present to hear the verdict. 
They had remained about the court 
room all the evening and received the 
news of the jury’s agreement with un­ 
concealed pleasure. 


The 12 men filed into the court room. 
Peterson had been brought over from 
the county jail and occuuied the same 
chair in which 
he has sat during 
the long trial. 
Attorney (Jore was in 
hi» accustomed place by Peterson’s 
side. 
Prosecutor Valentino and Dr. 
H. V. Tutton sat close together by the 
desk on which the prosecutor wrote 
his notes on the testimony during the 
trial. 


It wa» a tomb-like silence that set­ 
tled over the room as Clerk Needham, 
juked: 
f “Gentlemem of the jury have you 
agreed upon a verdictV” 


Kvery eye was fastened on the fore­ 
man as he arose to answer the questioa. 
He said: 


“ We have.” 
“ W hat is your verdict?” asKcU the 
clerk 


“iiu ilty .'’ 
As the word lefi the lips ofthe juror 
Peterson’s eyes fell and a palor of a«hy 
whiteness overspread his cold features. 
It was the 
emotion he had demon­ 
strated during the trial. 
Ills manner 
indicated that he 
appreciated 
the 
enormity 
of the word and that it 
had greatly disturbed him. 
He re­ 
mained like a |>erhon In a trance for a 
moment and recovering the mastery of 
his emotions he lifted his head and 
looked about him. 
The jury was im­ 
mediately discharged 
and I'eterson 
was taken back to jail. 
There wan no 
demonstration over the verdict, and 
from a casual obiervation of the npecta- 
tors the imprebbion wub gained that in 
sentiment they were 
about equally 
divided. 


The jury fetooti 11 for conviction and 
one for ac(]uttal on the tlrnt poll taken 
immediately after entering the jury 
room. 
A t« o’clock the same ratio ex­ 
isted and the jurorb were taken to sup- 
{ 
»erat the Hotel Whitcomb. Five bal- 
ota were taken without a change in 
the result and the »ixtli brought an 
agreem ent on conviction. Juror W. H. 
Sella, of Koyalton, in said io have been 
the one who held out for acquit^tal. 


Peterson wi11 be sentenced tomorrow. 
Attorney Gore will be present and will 
recommend clemency in view of the 
apparent menial condiiiou of the re­ 
spondent. 


Kleven of the jurors were m favor of 
recommending mercy in the sentence 
of Peterson, and one said to be Juroi 
Vincent, held out against ii. 
The 
recommendation of the 11 will be taken 
In a formal paper and eubmitted to the 
court in mitigation of the penalty. 
After the 
verdict wac announced, 


and 
while 
Attorney 
Gore 
was 
explaining

client, 
Peterson 
asked 
for 
the 
watch he bad purchased for Eliza 
'*Wliat do you want with it PeterV” 
asked Mr. Gore. 
“I noticed that the 
watch was black and 1 want to polish 
it)” said Peter, a rem ark indicating his 
love lor the girl. 


Judge Coolidge delivered an impar­ 
tial and masterful charge. 
He said: 
*'No person, who by reason of mental 
disease, is incompetent to form a crimi­ 
nal intent,Should be convicted of crime. 
The legal questions before you are, 
did the respondent at the time of the 
commission of the alleged offense have 
suflicient capacity to form an intent to 
commit the offence, and was the re- 
Hpondent then ixissessed of an impulse 
to kill Miss Harris which he was un­ 
able to resist on account of mental dis­ 
ease 
H in this case the restM>ndent, 
when he Ured<l>he but let at Mi»s Harris 
knew that it would be likely to cause 
death to her, and knew that to kill her 
would be wrong, and would iubject him 
to punishment, and« could, by e.xercise 
of his will ptiwer desist from his com­ 
mission of such an act then he was 
resiionsible for a criminal act although 
he may have been mentally deranged. 


“If, however, his mental diseatie waH 
such that ho did not really understand 
the nature and consequences of his act. 
Or i his mental disease had so far af­ 
fected his will power th at he was un­ 
able to resist the impulses to do tht; 
act, he was not responsible. It the de­ 
fendant waM act. ated by motives of 
anger or revenge, which he could have 
suppresed, then he is res|K)nslDie for 
hlH acts. Courts have looked with dis­ 
favor u|M)n the peculiar form of defense 
which bceks to relieve a man from the 
consequences of his act on the ground 
of moral or emotional iusanity. A pas­ 
sionate impulse to crime arising merely 
from moral perversion and not accom­ 
panied by insane delusion cannot excuse 
a criminal act. Whenever the theory of 
an irreslHtabie Impulse is advanced as a 
defense to an unlawful act it becomes the 
duty of the jury to scrutiui/e the evi­ 
dence bearing ufHin the (|uesiion of 
the existence of moral dlseuHe as the 
producing cause of suoh impulse, 
if 
this jealousy entertained by the defen­ 
dant wu» produced by an iniiane delu­ 
sion which grew upon him until it 
reached a ¡loiut where reason was de­ 
throned, and the res|>ondent lN3came 
incapable of comprehending the nature 
and consequences of the act he was do­ 
ing, or his will power was destroyed 
or so enfeebled that he could not resist 
the impulse to do the act be was doing 
then, he was not res|mnslble. 


“ H, however, kis jealout>y was the 
result of a delusion, not im^ne, or of 
some error of judgment, or some foolish 
fancy, and his mind was not diseased, 
and the act was alone dictated by mo­ 
tives of jealousy he in rcHponslble. 


Concerning the testimony of Drs. 
Bell and IHition who stated that in 
their opinion when they 
examined 
Peterson they believed he was sane 
the court t-aid; 
“ You can take into 
consideration the fa d that this inter­ 
view with the respiindent occurred four 
months after the olTense wan alleged u> 
have-been commitied. A man may be in­ 
sane today and four nuniihti later ¡»une. 
It is for you to say whetlier the doc- 
torji had the means surlicient to predi­ 
cate an opinion ay to his sanity or in­ 
sanity at the time of the examination. 


“ Witnesses have te«tiiied asto tiie 
quiet, peaceful and jndustriouH charac­ 
ter of the resDondeni previous to the 
time of the alleged oiiense. (iood char­ 
acter its alwayB an iuiportant defense in 
a criminal case and should be taken 
into consideration by you. 
It hears 
upon the question of whether the de- 
fenuant wa» likely lo commit a t^rime 
involving mali' e or criminal motives. 
It isj proper also as bearing upon the 
question whether he would be likely to 
commit an act of the kind nhown un­ 
less he wan inHiine. 


“ Now, geutlemeti, the case i« an 
important one anii an interenting one. 
Your rcfeponHibihtieH are great and 
solemn. 
On the one hand you ait here 
as the guardian of the public order and 
the «afety of all the citizens of the 
state. 'Sworn to iiroLe<'tthom ‘vhen the 
evidence s a t i s y o u beyond every 
doubt that a terrible crime has been 
committed. 
On the other hand it be­ 
comes your duty to give a fair hearing 
to the respondent, to give him every 
right and the benerii of every reason­ 
able doubt whi» h the law allows. 
If 
you are satisfied by the evidence of the 
guilt and sanity of ihe renpondent be­ 
yond any reaisooabk* doubt you should 
convict. 
If not you should acquit.”
